Court Outlaws 
Segregation 
in Dining Cars 


Washington, June 5 — (IP) —The 


Supreme court today 
outlawed 


segregation of Negroes in railroad 
dining cars. 


By a 8-0 vote the high tribunal 


declared such segregation violates 
a section of the interstate 
com- 


merce act which prohibits 
"any 


undue or unreasonable prejudice" 
to any person using the railroads. 


Justice Burton wrote the court's 


opinion. Justice Clark took no part. 


Those who voted 
- with 
Burton 


are Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tices Black, 
Reed, 
Frankfurter, 


Douglas, Jackson and Minton. 


The court was expected to rule 


on two other segregation cases— 
pershaps later in the day. They in- 
volve segregation by state univer- 
sities. 


The dinin gear decision was on 


an appeal by Elmer W. Henderson, 
a Washington Negro. While serving 
.as a field representative 
of the 


President's committee 
on 
fair 


employent practices in 1942 
he 


made a railroad trip to Birming- 
ham. Henderson protested that he 
was unable to get a meal on a 
Southern' railway company diner. 


Southern railroads later adopted 


a policy of setting aside a table or 
two for Negroes in dining cars. 
These tables are separated from 
others in the cars by partitions or 
pressed his fight against any seg- 
regation. He is now. a director of 
the American Council of Human 
Rights. 


The new dining car policy wan 


approved by the interstate 
com- 


merce commission. When Hender- 
son took his fight to the Supreme 
court, the commission defended its 
action, but the justice department 
oposed it.

to Texarkana, Tex. There Swice- 
good said he deliberately drove his 
automobile into another to foil the 
kidnaping.

Anti-Leopold 
Group Loses 
in Belgium 


.Brussels, Belgium, June 
5—(fP)— 


The Social Christian party, victor- 
ious in yesterday's parliamentary 
elections, embarked 
today on a 


program to bring exiled King Leo- 
pold III back, to the throne. En- 
thusiasitic party leaders predicted 
this will be accomplished by July 
1 but leaders of the anti-Leopold 
opposition were not so sure. 
*< 


The Social Christians, predom- 


inantly a Catholic party, won 17 
seats in the lower house against 
105 for the combined anti-Leopold 
sorces of Socialists, Liberals 
and 


Communists. Ministry of the in- 
terior 
officials 
said 
the 
Social 


Christians are sure to get control of 
the senate, too. By law. 
unly a 


majority of both houses sitting in 
joint session can end the regency 
of Prince Charles, Leopold's broth- 
er. 


In yesterday's b a 11 o ting 
the 


Social Christians won 54 of the 106 
senate seats at stake. Ministry of 
interior officials 
said 
the party 


would get a minimum of 25 of the 
seats which will be chosen by pro- 
vincial councillors and at least 11 
of the seats whic the 
senators 


fill themselves. This would give 
pro-Leopold partisans at least 9C 
of the senate's 175 seats, or 191 
votes to 190 in a joint session. 


Social Chritian 
strategy 
calls 


for 
formation of a 
government 


which can win a vote of conficence 
in both houses when they convene 
June 20. Then the senate and house 
would be summoned into joint ses- 
sion to end the regency and retrun 
Leopold to the throne. 


Social Christians were reportec 


planning to form a new govern 
ment 
immediately 
with the pre 


miership going to Jean Duvleus 
art, present minister of economic 
affairs and known as a oderatem 
in the party ranks. 


Leopold reained in exile aftei 


Hitler's defeat because of unpopu 
larity over two issues: his quick 
surrender to the Germans in 1941 
and his marriage to a commonei 
during 
postwar 
exile in Switer 


land. In 
his 
absence, Leopold's 


borther Charles has ruled as princ 
regent. 


Leopold and his Social Christian 


supporters had hoped for an over 
whelming victory to demonstrate 
that he was king of .all the Bel 
gians. His opponents, led by Social 
ist ex-premier Paul-Henri Spaak 
had argued that he could not nil 
if only half the population wanted 
him.

Foes Rebuked 
by Jap Voters 


Tokyo, June 
5—(ff)— 
Japan's 


voters, exercising their war born 
governmental voice, apparently re- 
buked legislators Who joined 
the 


April revolt against Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur in yesterday's election. 


Incomplete returns showed they 


gave only sparing support in the 
house of councillors' 
election 
to 


the dominant Green Wind society 
Which Openly bucked MacArthur's 
headquarters on a tax and reform 
bill. 


This verdict and a continued anti- 


communist trend were 
the 
out- 


standing factors after three fourths 
of the 132 seats at stake were de- 
cided. 


The Green Wind society won only 


seven seats. Twenty nine seats of 
its 71 plurality in the chamber were 
at stake. 


Prime Minister Siheru Yoshida's 


Conservative Liberal party and the 
Social Democrats 
continued 
to 


make a one sided race for domin- 
ance. 


The Liberals had 39 of the 
98 


seats already decided. The Social- 
ists who showed the most surpris- 
ing surge of influence had won 29. 
Thirteen independents, two farm 
co-operatives and one farmer lab- 
orite were elected. No communists 
have been successful so far. 
The 


Democratic party had only seven 
victories. 


These results gave the Liberals 


a gain of two seats over those they 
had at stake in the campaign. The 
Socialists already had picked up a 
net increase of 32 seats.

pot of gold. He has given them 
something to yell at. 


Leo, who in 40 years has pro- 


moted things ranging from thea- 
ters to hockey and walkathon con- 
tests, is the "Mr. Big" of the roller 
derby. 


"Seventy percent of our fans are 


women," said Leo, whose various 
roller derbys this year will prob- 
ably gross more than $7,000,000. 


Just what is a 
roller 
derby? 


Most Americans haven't yet seen 
one, and therefore aren't sure. And 
many of those who have seen one 
aren't sure either. 


It was the elements of a track 


meet on roller skates, wit*i 
both 


men and women teams, arid also 
the more 
homicidal aspects of 


wrestling exhibitions and a good, 
old-fashioned hair-pulling between 
fishwives. 


Whatever it is, 
it 
drives the 


ladies 
noisily 
wacky. Teen-age 


bobby sockers and staid old grand- 
mothers whoop for blood when the 
racing feminine skaters tangle and 
maul and spill each other en the 
skin-shredding track. 


"The roller derby is 
the 
only 


body contact sport today a worn 
an can go to and get personal re- 
lease," said Leo, who is 
some- 


thing of a philosopher. 


"She can't see herself 
as 
a 


boxer or a football player, but she 
can picture herself as one of the 
woman skaters. And so it is an 
outlet for her. She gets rid of her 
own aggressive impulses in the ex- 
citement of watching the derby. 


"That's a darn healthy thing for 


her. And, of course, it's a good 
thing for her husband, too. 
She 


won't have to take out her aggres- 
sive impulses on him." 


Seller says 
he 
dreamed 
the 


game up on a cafe table cloth in 
Chicago back in 1934. 


"I had acquired a half interest 


in the Chicago coliseum," he re- 
called, "and needed something to 
fill it. I read in a magazine that 
something like 90 percent of Amer- 
icans had roller-stated at one time 
or another. That gave me the idea 
for holding races on roller skates." 


Since then the game has grown 


and developed its own rules—rules 
that don't altogether rule out may- 
hem. Today there are about 200 
professional roller derby 
racers, 


half of them women. 


"We have our own t r a i n i n g 


school in Chicago," said Leo, "and 
it takes about three years to de- 
velop a skater to the point where 
he is ready for competition." 


The derbies will draw an esti- 


mated 0,000,000 fans this year, and 
Selter believes in

more and more miners have .been 
thrown out of work. 


Aa a symbol of the optimism of 


the leaders in the 
mobilization 


drive, the campaign itself is known 
as "LIF." The letters stand for 
Lackawanna Industrial Fund 
en- 


terprise. 


Co-chairman of the LIFE cam- 


paign are Frank C. Walker, former 
postmaster general, and Ralph H. 
Weeks, former president of the In- 
ternational 
C o r r e s p o n dence 


Schools. They are leading a drive 
to raise $2,00,00. 


The money is to be used to lure 


new industries into Scranton. And 
with the new industries. Weeks and 
Walker hope, will come more jobs 
and more residents.
